in

legislative, executive and judicial bill 
which was

by the 
United 
States senate several days ago and 1 
which will go to conference for its 
final trimming. 
The clause that is (if interest 
to 
■the local men is that providing that 
postmasterships 
<»f 
all clashes be 
made non political and put under the 
c.ivil service, and .providing also for 
increase 
in the salary 
ctf all civil 
service employes. 
If the provision is kept in the bill 
it will mean that 
there 
will be no 
more contests for the focal postoffice 
or Ifor any postofficc. 
It would also 
mean that all cf the employes rj/f the 
local office would receive an increase 
in salary. 
The increases 
provided 
tfor in the bill range .from 15 per cent 
Ifor those receiving le<s than $480 
per year to 5 per cent for those

ceiving between 
$1200 
and $1800. 
Most of the local 
postoffih e 
men 
would receive a 10 per cent raise. 
The increase provision 
will 
add 
about $1,000,000 
to 
the measure,

Mrs. Brown, yesterday, 
made the

and Macbeth,” she said, “ we may see

History, 
however, 
gives 
Richard some 
excuses. 
in 
these 
times of war, men were so used 
to 
legitimate murder through war, that 
personal crime w as partly excusable. 
So too, after this bath olf blood 
in 
Europe, there will be a wave of per­ 
sonal crime. 
Man’s natural virtues 
are laid aside in sueli a time.
